Jamming the gun into Gronewall's 
side, he warned him not to cry 
out, adding, "We know all about 
you and the bank." 


Drive To Bank 


They got into Gronewall's car 


and drove to the bank. Gronewall 
became aware another car was 
following; but the gunman said 
sternly, 
"Don't you dare turn 


around."

The gunman, about 30, dark 


haired and medium height, chatted 
as. they drove along, said he had 
been in the Arnay and before that 
had worked in a bank, but didn't 
say where. 


He had planned while he-was in 


the Army to rob another bank, he 
said, but when he got out found it 
had closed. 
, Arriving at the Franklin branch 
in Floral Park, a prosperous Long 
Island, community, the gunman 
marched Gronewall into the bank, 
forced him to open the vault and 
after taking the money, marched 
him back to his-car again.

He 
never got a good look at the man 
in the other car, he said. His own 
car was. found a short distance 
away after he notified police of 
the holdup.

Three-year-old Joseph Ridlbaur, 


son of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Ridl- 
baur, 414 Lincoln av., was given a 
50-50 chance today of recovering 
sight in his right eye. 


Joseph is reported /in serious 


condition at KSB hospital as the 
result of an accident at his home 
Saturday night when he was struck 
in the eye with a pruning shears 
held by his father. 


The accident happened while the 


father, who was trimming flowers 
with the shears, was talking to a 
neighbor. 


Ridlbaur apparently didn't see 


his son run up to him as he stood 
holding the shears. Making a ges- 
ture with his right hand, he acci- 
dently struck the lad in the eye. 


Mrs. Ridlbaur said today their 


physician was able to save the 
eye by operating on it immediate- 
ly; however, it will take some time 
to determine whether sight will be 
restored. 


She said the injury amounted to 


a "hair slit" on the iris, deep 
enough'to allow fluid to flow from 
the eye. 


According to the doctor, Mrs. 


Ridlbaur said, as long as the eye 
was saved, there is a possibility 
of restoring sight.

Premier Laniel's Threat 


PARIS—«V-Defiant union leaders today ignored Premier Joseph 


Laniel's threats of tougher action to end France's crippling strikes and 
continued their nationwide walkout. As tension mounted, the govern- 
ment moved about 500 parachute troops into Paris to cope with possible 
violence. 


In a surprise broadcast to the 


nation Monday night, Laniel made 
an impassioned pica to the work- 
ers to go back to their jobs. A 
critical paralysis of nationally op- 
erated industries and public serv- 
ices went into its second week. 


The Premier told union leaders 


he 'would negotiate with them no 
more unless there was a return 
to work today, and implied tough- 
er action — possibly use of the 
Army—to break the strikes. 


The threat brought quick de- 


fiance from, some \inion organiza- 
tions, and as the morning wore on 
there was 
work.

parachute troopers were brought 
into the city to bolster the capi- 
tal's police, a government source 
denied reports that tanks had been 
rushed into the city.

WASHINGTON—WP)—Ed- 


ward M. Rothschild refused 
today to say whether he is a 
member of the Communist 
party or whether he ever 
stole secret documents from 
the government printing of- 
fice. 


Rothschild, a bookbinding ma- 


chine operator at the government 
printing plant,' to the Senate in- 
vestigations subcommittee he de- 
clined to answer on the ground 
that he might incriminate him- 
self. 


Chairman McCarthy (R-Wis) told 


the slightly built, bushy haired wit- 
ness that the. charges made against 
lim in secret testimony before 
the subcommittee are perhaps "the 
most serious charges ever made 
against any government official. 


Code Stolen 


"We have testimony to the effect 


that you stole secret documents 
Trom the government printing of- 
fice—among other things that you 
stole a secret code," the Wiscon- 
sin lawmaker said. 


Both Rothschild and his wife, 


Esther, were -named- as iCommu- 
nists by witnesses who testified 
before the Senate group Monday.

McCarthy has declared there is

Co-Worker Testifies 


One of his co-workers, James 
. Phillips, testified Monday he 
new Rothschild to be a Commu- 
ist party member in 1938 and 


1939. Phillips said Rothschild and 
Frederick Sillers Jr. tried to re- 
cruit him into a Communist cell 
at the printing office. 


Sillers, formerly foreman of the 


plant's metals section, took the 
stand later and refused, on the 
ground it might tend to incriminate 
him, to say whether he ever was 
a Communist or whether he knew 
Rothschild or Phillips. 


McCarthy said also in the public 


hearing that a proofreader named 
Irving Kornlield still is employed 
at the printing office despite in- 
formation furnished to the loyalty 
board by government investigative 
agencies that he held a Communist 
party card.

mer White House after Manion had 
conferred with Eisenhower.

Five senators and 
five house members already have 
been named to serve on the new 
unit. 


Manion, now a practicing attor-

call from Chicago informed them 
of the soldier's release.

Total of Students to Increase 
As Upward Trend Continues 


MT. MORRIS—Approximately 810 students 
will be 


marching back to school on September 1 after having a 
vacation of work, play and recreational activities. The en- 
rollment in the Mount Morris schools has been rapidlv in- 
creasing for several years. 


Last year the enrollment for the elementary school was 


578 and for the high school 196, making a total of 774 stu- 
dents at the opening of school. This year the elementary 
enrollment will be approximately 620 and the high school 
enrollment 220, making a total of 840 or an increase of 66 
students. This year's enrollment shows a rapid increase 
over preceding years.

This irritation was kicked up by 


pestiferous

ities" and other citizens. 


Under the old civil rights law the 


federal government has power to 
horn into all manner of strictly 
local affairs and under this power 
the Department of Justice and the 
FBI have been harassing and wor- 
rying decent New York policemen 
by hauling them before federal 
grand juries in cases which have 
been absurd 
exaggerations. 
In 


some cases, the FBI has perse- 
vered even after the state grand 
juries have indicted- the offenders 
and upheld the cops and trial jur- 
ies have convicted the prisoners as 
charged. 


When Governors Fine of Penn- 


sylvania and Battle of Virginia let 
out a yell against the intrusion of 
the FBI into state affairs and Tom 
Dewey of New York furthermored 
their squawk at the governors' con- 
sistory in Seattle, the issue de- 
served more attention than it got. 
Hardly any violence upon any in- 
dividual by a cop or warden is 
outside the civil rights law. if an 
inmate of a state insane asylum 
goes haywire and gets hurt 'in a 
fracas with the keepers, a fine 
question can be raised whether the 
keepers used a trifle more force 
than was absolutely necessary. The 
same question can be raised every 
time a policeman has to twist a 
drunk's arm or ram a mugger in 
the belly with the first two fingers 
to make his tongue pop out and 
relax him. 
But if the cop uses 


just a shade less than sufficient 
force and loses his prisoner he may 
be charged with incompetence or 
cowardice. As a citizen minding 
my own business on dark streets 
at night I want the cops to use a 
trifle more force than might be 
Ihe exact amount necessarv rather 
than a trifle less. 


In Chicago two uniformed police- 


men were actually fired from the 


force for using the fingers on 
man they had been compelled to 
arrest for disorderly conduct be- 
cause. in the presence of a crowd, 
he dared them to. When that hap- 
penes the cops have got to make 
the pinch. 
This man 
resisted 


when they tried to put him in their 
police car so they gave him the 
business and the fact that he was 
a navy veteran with some disa- 
bility got him acquitted at the 
trial. These two policemen and a 
number of others have been sued 
for large damages in the civil 
courts and some of them will have 
lo pay their own legal costs. Inci- 
dentally, this outrage raised such 
a row that the cops were rein- 
stated. 


Keep that up and the cops won't 


interfere, in anything less than a 
massacre.

The inquirer gave no further in- 
formation concerning the location 
or the cause. 


The subject of itching, however, 


s a most interesting one. 
It is 


hard to see how. except in the most 
unusual circumstances, itching can 
serve the most unusual circum- 
stances, itching can soive any use- 
ul function. Few of us escape the 
sensation of itching, cither in some 
>artlcular location, or even more 
or less all over. 


Another inteiestmg thing about 


tching is why the reaction to it 
hould be to scratch, since scratch- 
ng. while it often brings a little 
elicf, is likely to damage the skin 
till further. 
There are a gieat number of 


wssible cause for itching, and only 


few of them can be discussed in 


his column. 


Some people itch all over alter 
lathing. Although the itch usually 
lifappears after the clothes have 
ecu on for a while, thi* is a most 


shortly 
after retiring. 
It >• goes 


away when the weather gets mild. 
The -skin looks perfectly all right— 
except for scratch marks. 


Insect bites almost always cause 


itching. Cooties or lice are among 
the worse. 
Unlike that for many 


other insect bites, the treatment for 
lice is not just to put on some 
soothing lotion and wait for the itch 
to go away: lice have to be got rid 
of or they will stick to the body 
and multiply. 
• • 


The seven-year itch, better known 


as scabies, is another cause of 
itching. This is caused by a tiny 
parasite which % burrows its way 
into the skin. Here, too. the para- 
sites have to be killed before the 
itching will stop. 


AM KS DISEASES 


Hives, or urticaria, alxvays causes 


itching. This can be recognized eas- 
ily by the sudden appearance of 
raised reddish spots accompanied 
by an irresistible desire to scratch. 


Itching of the skin may accom- 


pany such diseases as diabetes, 
Bnpht's disease, and especially 


nnoying form of itch. It is turn! I jaundice. In jaundice particularly. 
o know what to do for it. but one 
idy wrote me that her husband 
ad obtained relief by^ applying a 
alf glycerine-half water solution 


on the skin immediately after the 
bath. 


Winter itch is a closely related 


condition in which people complain 


the itch is most unpleasant and dif- 
ficult to relieve: in fact, it often 
peisists as long as the jaundice. 


Because^there are so many pos- 


sible causes for itching, no single 
lotion or ointment can be counted 
on to brin? relief. Severe, long- 
lasting itching presents a prob- 


ums. If it has men to spare for 
such mischief, it is over-staffed 
and its appropriation should be re- 
duced.

By granting those demands we can maintain our il- 
lusion that we love hcr-and evade our actual dislike of her by plac- 
ing all the responsibility for our bad relationship on Susan. 


We can think of ourselves as a "generous" parent and of Susan as 


an "ungrateful" child. 


This is not love. It is hostility and self-defense. Susan can't pos-

Big 3 Agrees to Resume 
Talks on Austrian Pact 


WASHINGTON 
OR — The 
Big 


Three Western Powers have agreed 
to Russia's demand that work be 
resumed on a comprehensive peace 
treaty with Austria—if the Soviets 
are willing to stick to the issues 
and finish the job. 


The United States, in a note sim- 


ilar to ones dispatched from Lon- 
don and Paris, said it is willing 
to shelve the abbreviated treaty 
which the Western nations have 
been pressing on this understand- 
ing: 


"That there will be no extrane- 


ous issues raised and that the So- 
viet government is prepared to 
conclude a 
treaty 
for Austria 


which will insure Austria's political 
and economic independence." 


After more than 200 sessions bv 


deputy foreign ministers of the four 
nations met with no success in 
agreeing to a Full Austrian treaty, 
the United States, Britain and 
France proposed an abbreviated 
.•ersion. 


The main point of difference be- 


ween the two drafts is that the
